THE MOST REVEREND 
JOSEPH RADEMACHER, 


Third Bishop of Fort Wayne. 


Bishop Rademacher had been a 
priest in the Diocese of Fort Wayne 
for many years, being ordained by 
Bishop Luers on August 2d, 1863. 
He worked in and about Attica, 
Covington and Columbia City. In 
1872 he -was made pastor of St. 
Mary Parish, Fort Wayne; in 1880 
he was transferred to St. Mary Par- 


..|ish, Lafayette. 


He was appointed Bishop of 
Nashville in April, 1883, where he 
endeared himself to the clergy and 
laity, Catholic and Protestant. 

In 1893 Bishop Rademacher was 
transferred to Fort Wayne to suc- 
ceed Bishop Dwenger. The clergy 
of the Diocese of Fort Wayne had 
hoped that Bishop Rademacher 
would be brought back to this area. 
His administration here was brief. 
He died in January, 1900, but he 
had been ill from the end of the 
year 1898. The last priest ordained 
by him was the present Bishop of 
the diocese. 


Bishop Rademacher will be re- 
membered as the kind, affable pre- 
late, who took burdens too serious- 
ly. He worried himself ill because 
of a comparatively small debt hov- 
ering over the diocese and the com- 
paratively large debt on the Cathe- 
dral parish. 

The present Bishop of the dio- 
cese was the very last priest or- 
dained by Bishop Rademacher— 
about seven months before he be- 
came ill. 
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THE MOST REVEREND 
JOHN FRANCIS NOLL 


Fifth Bishop of Fort Wayne 


Born in Fort Wayne, January 


25th, 1875, he was baptized, re- 
ceived his first Holy Communion, 
was confirmed, ordained and con- 
secrated in the Cathedral of that 
city. He held pastorates at Ken- 
dallville, Besancon, Hartford City 
and Huntington and was appointed 
to succeed the late Herman Jo- 
seph Alerding on May 12th, 1925, 
and was consecrated by Cardinal 
Mundelein on June 30th, 1925.

In the Fort Wayne District there 
are thirty-three parishes with resi- 
dent priests in 22 towns and cities. 


The Baptismal and Marriage 
Registers preserved in the Cathe- 
dral parish show that Catholics in 
and about Fort Wayne were visit- 
ed by a priest more than a hundred 
years ago. Some of these priests 
belonged to the Bardstown Diocese, 
to which Fort Wayne belonged un- 
til the Diocese of Vincennes was 
formed in 1834. The first priest 
ordained in the United States, the 
Rev. Theodore Badin, also worked 
here, 


In the year 1840 Father Julian 
Benoit took up his residence in 
Fort Wayne and was there almost 
continuously until he died in the 
year 1885. He was withdrawn from 


times, but was as frequently re- 
turned. 

There were a great many French 
in Allen County in his day, two 
country parishes being composed 
entirely of French. From Fort 
Wayne practically all the eastern 
and middle sections of the diocese 
were attended. 


The Sisters of Providence have 
been in Fort Wayne for nearly 
ninety years, having received their 
property on the Cathedral Square 
as a donation from Father Benoit. 

Fort Wayne has been the seat of 
the Bishop for northern Indiana 
since the year 1858. :

ST. MARY’S PARISH 
It is of record that the scattered 


iCatholics of Michigan City were 


attended from 1844 to 1857 by 
Fathers of the Holy Cross. A store 
building, located on the corner of 
Washington and Second streets, 
was converted into a little church 
in the ‘year 1849. This was re- 
placed in the year 1854 by Father 
Paul Gillen, who was appointed 
Michigan City’s first resident pas- 
tor in 1857, or by Father Martin 
Scherer, of LaPorte, both of whom 
visited Michigan City from the 
year 1854 to 1857. 


The Germans of the town built 
a little church of their own in 1859, 
dedicated to St. Ambrose, which 
was attended from LaPorte. From 
1860 to 1864 the Rev. George 
Steiner was appointed pastor of 
both churches. 


Father Steiner was succeeded by 
the Rev. Julius Becks. He effected 
a union of the two congregations 
in November, 1867, at which time 
preparations were made to build 
a new church on the present site. 

On February 18, 1885, the Rev. 
John Bleckmann succeeded Father 
Becks. Besides making many im- 
provements, he erected a new 
school in 1886 and a convent for 
the Sisters of the Holy Cross, who 
had charge of the school until 
1897, when they were replaced by 
the School Sisters of Notre Dame. 
In 1905 Father Bleckman erected 
a large rectory to replace an inade- 
quate old frame residence. 

The Rev. A. M. Ellering became 
pastor of St. Mary’s after Father 
Bleckman’s death, and remained 
there until his retirement in July, 
1924. He was succeeded by the 
Rev. George Moorman, who great- 
ly enlarged St. Mary’s church, in- 
stalled new stone altars, pulpit and 
communion railing, the gift of the 
then Mrs. Barker-Spaulding. In 
addition Father Moorman remodel-

ed the school, introduced a high 
school and left the parish free of 
debt besides a considerable fund 
on hand for a'new school building 
when he exchanged places with the 
Rev. Joseph Lynn, of Sacred Heart 
parish, Whiting, in October, 1981. 

During his short pastorate 
Father Lynn enlarged the school, 
gave his residence to the Sisters 
as their Convent, and erected a 
new rectory at a’cost of more than 
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The Rev. Joseph Lynn was born 
in Ireland on December 14, 175, 
‘but made his preparation for the 
priesthood in this country at St. 
Viator’s College, Illinois, and 
Mount St. Mary’s Seminary, Cin- 
cinnati.

In 1895 he dedicated a beautifal 
large brick church to replace the 
earlier structure, converting the 
latter into school rooms. 

In 1899 he built the rectory now 
in use, and in 1901-began the build- 
ing of a new school, demolishing 
the old. 

Since 1886 the Sisters of St 
Agnes have had charge of the 
school.

Father Schmidt retired from all 
parish work in the spring of 1920 
and moved to California, where he 
died in December, 1931.

CATHOLICITY ON THE 
POSTAGE STAMP 


The main events in the history of 
the Catholic faith are not confined 
to the encyclopedia of a library or 
in the minds of our clergy and lay- 
men. The postage stamps issued by 
the many countries in the world 
commemorate many of the Catholic 
events and are thus brought to the 
eyes of many people of all denom- 
inations. 


On the pages of a stamp-album 
are many pictures dear to the 
hearts of true Catholics. 

Italy, in 1923, issued a set of 
stamps for the propagation of the 
Faith and depicted in the central 
design, Christ preaching to a mul- 
titude, while in the corners of each 
of the stamps were the heads of the 
Virgin, St. Joseph, the Little Flow- 
er and St. Peter. In 1924 a series 
of stamps was issued to commem- 
orate the Holy Year. On these 
stamps were pictured the Four 
Basilicas of the Holy City; on an- 
other a picture of the Pope open- 
ing the door with the silver ham- 
mer while the sixth stamp showed 
His Holiness sealing the door after 
the Holy Year. In 1926 Italy again 
issued a religious set. This time it 
was to honor St. Francis of Assisi. 
On the first stamp is a picture of 
St. Francis looking over the Holy 
City with the vision of three 
Crosses above it. On the second is 
his birthplace, on the third is the 
monastery, the fourth shows the 


1929. 


More than 1200 children attend 
St. Stanislaus’ school. 

The Rev. Julian Skrzypinski was 
born January 9, 1881, in Poland. 
He pursued his studies for the 
priesthood in this country at: St. 
Lawrence College, Mount Cal- 
vary, Wis., and Mount St. Mary’s 
Seminary, Cincinnati, and was or- 
dained May 22, 1907.

Saint Anthony of Padua was hon- 
ored by a long series of stamps is- 
sued by Portgual and her colonies 
in 1895. One of these stamps show- 
ed pictures of St. Anthony kneeling 
while he saw the vision of the In- 
fant Jesus in a cloud; another 
showed him preaching to the fishes: 
the third portrayed a picture of St. 
Anthony with an angel on each 
side; while the fourth was an em- 
blematic portrait of him. 


The picture of St. Gregory and 
the Dragon is shown on stamps is- 
sued by Danzig in 1921, and by 
Great Britain in 1929. 

In commemoration of the Centen- 
nary of the Catholic Emancipation, 
Ireland issued a series of three 
stamps in 1929. 

In 1919, Malta, a small colony 
of Great Britain, issued a stamp 
picturing Christ walking on the 
waves. 


The picture of St. Christopher | 


adorns the stamp issued by The 
Netherlands in 1930. 


Norway in 1980 honored the 
memory of Saint Olav the patron 
saint of that country. The stamps 
show Saint Olay in a coat of mail, 
his staff in one hand and a shield 
in the other while a rain of arrows 
glances off him without harming 
him. 

Palestine’s stamps of 1927 depict- 
ed the holy places in Jerusalem and 
the Dead Sea.

AID ASKED FOR SCHOOLS 


East Chicago—Formed in con- 
mection with similar groups in Ham- 
mond and Gary, the recently or- 
ganized local chapter of the Nation- 
al Council of Catholic Men, an af- 
filiate of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Council, this week was in the 
midst of its first test of strength, 
a solution of the financial plight of 
local parochial schools. Aid from 
city funds is sought to save the city 
over $75,000 necessary if the pa- 
rochial schools close. 

Branches of the council are also 
functioning in Hammond and Gary. 
The purpose of the organization is 
to discuss problems dealing with 
social service, education and the 
Press as they effect Catholic lay- 
men, leaders of the movement here 
pointed out.

gence many of them saved enough 
money to purchase larger farms in 
a good state of cultivation. Most 
of the farms were located in the 
vicinity of Salem Crossing, now 
known as Otis. Gradually there 
was an exodus of the Polish popula- 
tion from Laporte to Otis. 

After the death of Father S., 
Bartosz, the Bishop of Fort Wayne 
invited Father Francis X. Szulak, 
a Jesuit missionary from Chicago, 
to visit the Poles periodically in 


Otis. This priest used to offer the 


Holy Sacrifice and preach the Word 
of God to the growing congregation 
at the home of Jacob Lewandowski. 
Because of the increasing numbers, 
after three years this arrangement 
proved to be too inconvenient. 
Father Szulak suggested the con- 
struction of a parish church. Bishop 
Dwenger willingly granted the de- 
sired permission. 

The primitive edifice, built by 
John Rekawic of Michigan City at 
the cost of $2,250.00, was completed 
in the spring of 1873: The day of 
dedication was a day of jubilation 
for the Poles, for at last they had 
a temple in which they were able 
to adore God in their own language. 
Father Szulak, with the assistance 
of the Rev. J. Oechtering of La- 
porte and the Rev. Peter Koncz of 
Chesterton, solemnly blessed the 
new church. The latter named 


‘priest, a Lithuanian by birth, be- 


came the first resident pastor at 


Otis and remained there until 1875. | 


Father Koncz was a man of vast 
missionary zeal, for not only did 
he take care of his own flock, but 
extended his ministrations to Rol- 
ling Prairie, New Carlisle, Terre 
Coupee and South Bend. He made 
these journeys on horseback or in 


cumbersome farmer wagons in or- 


der to reach the Poles, who began 
to trickle into those localities in 
heavier numbers. In his records, 
written in Polish, Lithuanian and 
Latin, we find Polish donors to the 
Otis church who lived in such dli- 
vergent points as Miller, Lasalle, 
Mishawaka, Goshen, Plymouth, 
Burdick and Logansport. 

Simultaneous with the settling of 
the Poles in Laporte, Kouts seems 
to have had some Polish families. 
However there was no subsequent 
development of the Polish commun- 
ity at Kouts. 

Meanwhile the budding industries 
of South Bend and its rich agricul- 
tural environs became the mecca of 
many other Poles. We find Polish 
names on record as early as 1857. 
The weekly St. Joseph Valley Reg- 
ister of that year mentions Joseph 
Raszkiewiez, and in the. following 
year Julius Ablowicz. Between the 
years 1860 and 1870 the number of 
Polish immigrants increased to 
such proportions that the Rev. J. 
J. Cooney, C. S. C., found it neces- 
sary to build an addition to old St. 
Patrick’s church which was to serve 
as a special place of worship for 
the German and the Polish Catho- 
lies. 

This condition continued until 
January 1, 1877, when the Rev. 
Valentine Czyzewski, C. S. C., be- 
came the first pastor of the congre- 
gation. He organized St. Hedwige’s 
parish and built the first church on 
July 1, 1877. This untiring and 
ever-zealous religious spent himself 
in the spiritual interests of his fel- 
low-countrymen. In addition to his 
allotted work, he also took an ac- 
tive part in organizing the St. Casi- 
mir, St. Stanislaus’ and St. Adal- 
bert’s parishes in South Bend. His 
missionary zeal carried him beyond 
the city limits to Terre Coupee and 


Rolling Prairie, where he organized | 


parishes. 


During the nineties, with the 


Polish immigration flowing into our 


state in increasing numbers in re- 
sponse to the industrial develop- 
ment in the cities and towns, es- 
pecially in the Calumet district, 
church spires began to dot the 
landscape in rapid succession. In 
1890 under the direction of the Rev. 


Urban Raszkiewicz of Otis 
families in Hammond organized 
themselves into St. Casimir’s par- 
ish. Father Casimir Kobylinski be- 
came the first pastor. Michigan 
City had a population of ninety 
Polish families in 1892 when the 
Rev. E. J. Wrobel started the St. 
Stanislaus’ parish. In 1896 200 
souls were the original nucleus with 
the Rev. C. Kobylinski at the head 
of the now flourishing St. Stanis- 
laus’ parish in East Chicago. 
After the turn of the century, 
Polish communities, particularly in 
Lake county, enjoyed an almost 
mushroom growth. Parish after 
parish appeared on the diocesan 
horizon, so that at the present writ- 
ing there is a total of nineteen 
Polish parishes. Forty-one diocesan 


priests and six Holy Cross Fathers 
of the Polish nationality hold spir- 
itual leadership over a large Polish 
population. The seventeen parochial 
schools indicate an enrollment of 
8,080 children, or better than one 
fourth of the entire enrollment in 
the diocese. St. Hedwige’s high 
school in South Bend, founded in 
1929 by the Rev. S. A. Gruza, C. S. 
C., has a student body of 176 boys

The Polish Catholics bid well, 
with their undying loyalty to the 
Church and with their present or- 
ganization to continue to play a 
vital and important part in the fu- 
ture life of the diocese. The hard- 
ships and struggles of the pioneers 
are a glorious memory of the past, 
and serve aS an encouragement to 
the present generations for still 
greater improvement and achieve- 
ments.

Father Plaster, which was dedi- 
cated by Bishop Dwenger in Sept- 
ember, 1889. The Sisters moved in- 
to the old school building until a 
new residence was provided for 
them in 1894. 


In 1899 it was necessary to add 
both to the church and school. 


The parish was divided in 1890 
and again in 1896. 


In 1904 a pretentious rectory was 
erected by Father Plaster and in 
the year 1912 the present large 
handsome church, containing costly 
marble altars and a _ basement 
chapel, was erected. 


Upon his retirement, Dec. 16, 
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MSGR. F. J. JANSEN, DEAN 


1916, Father Plaster was succeeded 
by the Rev. John Berg, who served 
until June, 1927. The Rev. F. J. 
Jansen was transferred from Elk- 
hart to succeed Father Berg, and 
was faced with the necessity of 
building a new school, adequate to 
serve the parish for all time to 
come. This he did with success 
while he converted part of the old 
building into an auditorium, a place 
for festivals and a meeting place 
for societies. 


On May 28th, 1933, on the occa- 
sion of the observance of the Gold- 
en Jubilee of the parish, Father 
Jansen received the robes of a 
Domestic Prelate. 


Monsignor Jansen has had a very 
efficient Catholic Action Movement 
in operation, with the men of his 
parish as the leading workers. 


Father Jansen was born in Es- 
sen, Germany, on May 7th, 1874, 
and came to this country with his 
parents when he was seven years 


told. He pursued his classical stu- 


dies at St. Lawrence’s College, Cal- 
vary, Wisconsin, and his course in 
philosophy and theology at Mount 
St. Mary’s Seminary, Cincinnati. 
He was ordained on June 16th, 1898 
by Archbishop Elder. 

He held pastorates at Frankfort 
and Elkhart before his appointment 
to St. Joseph’s.

THE MYSTICAL ROSE THE CROWN 


AND HONOR OF ALL ROSES 


A flower shall rise up out of the 
root of Jesse.—Isaias xi, 1. 


HE rose is said to be the queen 

of the flowers. We may say 
something similar of the Rosary. 
The Rosary is among devotions 
what the rose is among flowers. 


The chief point of the holy Ros- 
ary is the intimate and inseparable 
union of two kinds of prayer: 
mental and vocal; for while our 
lips are occupied in reciting Hail 
Marys, the mind is engaged in 
thinking of the different mysteries 
and in dwelling on them. 

While reciting the Rosary, in the 
first place, we make use of certain 
vocal prayers. When we come to 
consider a little, we shall find that 
among all vocal prayers there are 
none so ancient, so estimable, so 
beautiful as those that comprise 
the Rosary. 


These prayers are: the “Our 
Father,” the “Hail Mary,” the “I 
believe,” and the “Glory be to the 
Father;” prayers composed by our 
Lord, by His Apostles, and by the 
Church. They are prayers that 
have been murmured on the lips 
of angels, nay, even on those of 
the Eternal Truth Himself. Can 
we, then, find vocal prayers more 
perfect, more beautiful than these? 
The “Our Father” is the prayer 
that Jesus Himself taught His 
Apostles when they said, “Lord, 
teach us to pray” (Matt. vi, 9-13; 
Luke xi, 1-4). The “Hail Mary” 
was addressed to our Lady by the 
Angel Gabriel to announce the 
message of the Incarnation; then 
St. Elizabeth, inspired by the Holy 
Ghost, continued the words of the 
angel; while our holy Mother the 
Church has added the concluding 
part. The “Credo” was composed 
by the twelve Apostles after the 
coming of the Holy Spirit. The 
composer 6f the “Gloria Patri” is 
unknown, but the prayer is with- 
out doubt of great antiquity. 


So you see, when you recite the 
Rosary, you offer praise to Mary 
by singing in her honor the hymn 
of jubilee that is chanted both in 
Heaven and on earth. a hymn that 
will be sung by angels and men, 
and by all generations to the end 
of time. All have saluted and 
blessed Mary with these very same 
prayers; and you in repeating 
them renew the praises of angels 
and of men, offering this united 
homage as a tribute to the Mother 
of God. 

Yet, although the vocal prayers 
of the Rosary are so beautiful, 


: 


they do not form the chief beauty 


| 


of our Lady’s crown of roses. For 
the principal part of the Rosary is 
the mysteries which compose it. 
These are the true roses of the 
chaplet; the vocal prayers being, 
so to say, the green leaves and 
foliage that adorn the roses. Each 
mystery is a precious jewel, a gem 
of .priceless..value, of beauty unex- 
celled, being the work of the Holy 
Spirit and of the Eternal Wisdom. 
Moreover, if you examine a little, 
you will see that of all the mys- 
teries of the life of our Savior 
those that have been chosen for 
the Rosary are the most beautiful 
and attractive. Tell me, when does 
our loving Savior appear more en- 
dearing, more lovable in our eyes 
than when we see Him as a little 
babe, with baby cheeks of rosy red, 
weak and helpless, surrounded by 
an atmosphere of love; or when 
nailed to the altar of the cross, He 
offers Himself for us as the Lamb 
of Sacrifice; or when risen from

Criticisms by Protestants 


We could fill a volume with 
criticisms of Protestantism offered 
by eminent: Protestant divines, yet 
who do not demand a new Refor- 
mation. The ones -who are doing 
most to destroy Protestantism are 
men who are reputed to represent 
Protestantism as a whole in the 
United States, such as Dr. &. 
Parkes Cadman, and Dr. Poling, of 
New York. 


The former was for a time the 
head of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, 
and now represents this body (con- 
stituted of twenty-seven principal 
denominations, and representing 
possibly four-fifths of all United 
States Protestants), as a national 
radio speaker. He is not certain 
of the truth of any of his personal 
beliefs, and assures everyone, 
Catholic, Protestant, Jew, and the 
non-church member that they all 
stand an equal chance for Heaven 
if only their heart be right with 
God. With him there is no dis- 
tinction between sincerity and 
truth. : 


Dr. Poling at present is Presf- 
dent of the International Society 
of Christian Endeavor. Last year 
he attended its international meet- 
ing in Germany and urged Prot- 
estant German youths to free 
themselves from the “old Tradi- 
tional beliefs.” In July of this 
year, while presiding at a similar 
Convention of the Christian En- 
deavor held in Milwaukee, he said, 
according to the newspapers: “Or- 
ganized religion has failed: We 
have tried every other way, every 
other leader. We have almost 
wrecked mah,” In saying “we,” 
ihe meant ‘Protestants, and he 
meant that Protestant “organized” 
religion had failed. 


Not “True Christianity” 


The Rev. Irving H. Berg, pastor 
of the Fort Washington Collegiate 
Church, New York, said very re- 
cently: “Because true Christianity 
is founded upon ‘Christian char- 
acter’ rather than upon religious 
form, the Protestant Church today 
accepts doctrines which it would 
have rejected as heretical a ren- 
eration ago.” In other words, the 
Protestant churches are not to be 
identified with “true Christianity.”

Do You Help Spread It? 


One of the best evidences of peo- 
ple’s appreciation of their faith is 
the interest they take in spreading 
it elsewhere and the sacrifices they 
make for that purpose. Our whole 
southland has comparatively few 
Catholics; the Catholics of the west 
are so scattered that it is impos- 
sible for the five or six families 
living in any one community to 
build their own churches; the in- 
habitants of China and Japan and 
India and Africa are to be con- 
verted. There are priests and Sis- 
ters who give up their lives to this 
work; the least others can do is to 


the pulpit should bring this lesson 
home to you. A pastor surely does 
not like to make such appeals even 
in prosperous days, and not at all 
in these days; and you could pre- 
vent any of these appeals by mak- 
ing little sacrifices. 

Much as the average Catholic 
may think he is doing his full duty, 
a few examples will show that he 
spends far less on religious causes 
than he does on many things that 
bring him only a passing satisfac- 
tion. For instance, the young man 
spends several times more for cig- 
arettes than he does for his church. 
The average cigarette smoker, I am 
sure, consumes more than one 
package a day; he, therefore, 
spends at least $40.00 a year for 
this source of exhilaration. Many 
young men smoke two and three 
packages a day. The average 
young man and woman spend more 
for the movies during the year than 
they spend for their church; they 
spend more for refreshments of 
various kinds than they do for their 
church; the average householder 
spends more for the butter which 
he spreads on his bread than he 
does for his church. The cigar- 
smoker spends more for his smokes 
than he does for his church. It is 
likely that many people are spend- 
ing more for the new three point 
two than they give to their church.

These 
works, in many instances reprints 
of the classics, have sold in 
pamphlet sizes at from five to fif- 
teen cents per copy. But, mixed 
up with the comparatively small 
amount of good literature offered, 
has been a vast amount of very 
degrading literature catering prin- 
eipally to sex-perversion. Indeed, 
the “sex” literature of the firm 
came to be its principal stock in 
trade; and it is unfortunate that 
it has suceeeded in getting so 
much of this stuff into the hands 
of the young people of the nation.

not bother about man’s morals.” 

In one of two volumes entitled 
“Recent Social Trends,” published 
under the auspices of the United 
States Government, this year, we 
read: “A change in religious think- 
ing is indicated by a lessening of 
emphasis upon religious dogma 
among Protestants. One example 
of this trend is the serious discus- 
sion of mergers between denomi- 
nations having quite different cre- 
dal beliefs.” 


But the complete breakdown of 
Protestantism in our days is forci- 
bly indicated by a small work pub- 
lished in 1931 by George Herbert 
Betts, of Chicago University. In 
this work are recorded the results 
of a survey he undertook by the 
Questionnaire method. Mr. Betts 
addressed a letter to 500 Protes- 
tant clergymen of various denomi- 
nations and to 300 divinity stu- 
dents preparing for the ministry, 
in which he asked what their hon- 
est beliefs were about teachings 
which had been held as fundamen- 
tal throughout most of the Chris- 
tian era. Classifying the answers 
received Mr. Betts apprises us that 
20% of Protestant ministers do 
not believe in the Holy Trinity; 
that 40% do not believe in the 
existence of the devil; that 45% 
withhold belief in the inspiration 
of the Bible; that 29% repudiate 
the virgin birth of Jesus; that 30% 
deny the atoning efficacy of the 
death of Christ; that 16% refuse 
to believe in the Resurrection of 
Christ; that 38% reject the resur- 
rection of the body; that 30% re- 
fuse to believe in a judgment at

clear that in the sixteenth century 
only the civil powers could have 
dealt effectively with the then 
only Church. There was no religi- 
ous authority outside the Catholic 
Church itself which could have ac- 
complished any “reform.” Appeal 
was made to the Bible as authority, 
but the Bible was more on the side 
of Catholics; and the more than 
six hundred religious bodies, each 
of which credits its raison d’etre 
to Bible proof that the rest have 
deserted the pure gospel, are living 
evidences that even that grand 
book is safe only under the wings 
of the Catholic Church.

On Monday, August 28th, 
1933, the New York papers re- 
ported sermons delivered the 
day before by two clergymen 
of the same denomination, one 
of whom insists that Chris- 
tianity is sounder now than at 
any time in the history of the 
world, and the other that it 
was never so weak. 

The one minister 
that there are numerous 
Christians outside the 
churches, the other contends 
that even within the churches 
Christianity has weak allegi- 
ance, 

The one clergyman ignores 
the supernatural entirely and 
the other insists that it is 
everything. The one declares 
that “the Christian spirit is 
permeating the world today to 
a greater extent than ever be- 
fore,” while the other ob- 
serves: “The religion of Jesus 
Christ is so rationalized as to 
lose, practically speaking, its 
spiritual content.” 

The one claims that “the 
spirit of Christianity may 
pass as a spirit of Rotary in 
business life, as the code of 
Masonry in fraternal life, as a 
new Humanism in the ethical 
life, as a new socialism in the 
political world”, The other 
claims: “Some have substi- 
tuted for Christianity a hu- 
manistic philosophy of life. A 
code of ethical conduct is sub- 
stituted for supernatural re- 
velation.” These contentions 
are mutually contradictory. 

The one minister says: 
“Empty churches do not nec- 
essarily mean empty souls.” 
The other says: “When we 
have learned the act of wor- 
shipping (which means filling 
the pews) we shall have ac- 
quired the sense of a real and 
personal relationship between 
the soul and God.”

UNCHARTERED SPACES, by 
Monica Selwin-Tait. Longmans, 
Green & Co., New York. $2.00. 

When Miss Selwin-Tait  pro- 
duced her well received novel, 
“Three Ships Come Sailing,” her 
readers were receptively primed 
for more and stronger fiction. She 
has not disappointed. Her present 
book, just released by the publish- 
ers, opens with a near-tragedy, 
thus engaging the reader’s interest 
from the first sentence in the Pro- 
logue to the final one in the book, 
wherein Anthea Strickland, the 
beautiful wife and adoring mother, 
kneels with extended arms and 
pleading eyes by’ the empty bed of 
her son, and gazes in anguish on 
the Mater Dolorosa, suddenly real- 
izing that in the Mother of Christ 
she has found understanding. But 
she had been with Him even to the 
Cross. 

Anthea had failed her son in an 
entirely human and worldly man- 
ner. But Joan, with “her innocent 
love had smoothed her path of re- 
nunciation.” “Dear glorious Joan 
—sister of his soul!” 

Miss Selwin-Tait delineates char- 
acter well. The love of Stephen 
Strickland’s mother and the love 
of his life-long playmate and affi- 
anced wife are interestingly set 
out-—the mother good, beavtiful, 
but dominant; the girl deeply de- 
voted, but loyal and unselfish, and 
capable of noble relinquishment. 

One is intimately introduced to 
the Anglican Bishop of St. Cuth- 
bert’s and looks into his life sym- 
pathetically while entertaining 
none too flattering a conclusion 
eoncerning his wife. The Dean, 
John Strickland, father of Stephen, 
clutches the heart because of his 
compromise. But Anthea was too 
much for his youth, and as a clever 
woman often does, had dimmed his 
eyes to the perfect call. As some- 
times happens, his_ privilege had 
been bequeathed to his son. 

But now, we must not reveal 
more. There is a living faith in 
the telling of this story, the spiri- 
tual analyses are authentic, and 
the plot moves steadily alone to 
its logical culminations, without 
forced issues, minus paddings, and 
with the human interest sustained 
to the end.
